SEVASTOPOL: Ah, the awesome spectacle of the Sevastopolitan State »s pomp and cere- 
monyj Consider, foe example, the recently concluded Sevastopolitan Diplomacy-Fertility 
Festival..* 

To officially initiate the Festival, Tsar Andre I was accompr.nied to the dais of the 
Fiarwood Palace^ Throne Room by J. Jo Dygertevsky and Carl Tumoff, Foreign Minister 
and First Minister og Truth, Propaganda, and Censorship, respectively. The Tsar, the 
Mad Satirical Monk, appeared worn from his prolonged bout with that disease he contrac- 
ted when. ..'*c3i well, we all know that story... Anyway, he appeared worn, his tall frame 
bent over, but .displayed momentary lucidity when he had to b^reetrained from chasing a 
young Feather Dancer who had bowed a little too far. 

Carrying a curved scimitar, symbolizing Sevastopol's suzerainty over Anatolia, the 
Tsar was followed by Mikhail Celstriki, dutifully bearing u nine-ox -tail standard, sym- 
bolizing the loyalty of Asia'* tribes to His Luminous and Imperious Majesty. Celstriki 
was clad- in olive-drab garb, with three yellow stripes down his back. The Tsar, for the 

first time, appeared in public wearing the Crown of St. Stephen, His as a result of 
His marriage to the Balkanian Bapress.

A BRIEF HISTORY OF THE GRAND DUCHY OF BEATJC0UILLON - IX 

During tho High Middle Ages - rendorod oven higher in 1290 by the invention of 
brandy by tho Grand Du£!o Dionisio Xtll - tho practice of making book on sporting 
ovonts was dovolopod in Boaucouillon. Tho most favored sporting ovont at that timo 
was jousting, although archery and a crudo form of football also attracted tho ducats 
of the Grand Duchy's visitors . 

Typical of the toumoys of 'thos e days was tho Grand Prix d6 Bcaucouilion of 
1328, hold "by tho Grand DukS Ganymodcs VI to mourn tno death of his oxtrcmdly close 
friond, King Edwarct II of England, In fact, according to a contemporary English 
chroniclor, tho monk Roger "Echowoncho, "Boaucouillon hold that day tho biggest prix 
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in Europe," The tourney was won by Sir Reptitius, a 7-1 shot whose victory caused 
the 1 , -bankruptcy of a Lombard bonking house which had incautiously backed the favor- 
ite, the noted epicure Sir Fitto Lampreys. 

The income from these athletic events, and the introduction of such new gomes 
as chess, craps, and the shell gcme, did not tide the Grand Duchy over the loss of 
income frcm the cessation of the Crusades, ihile the income frcm crusading knights 
was cut off, the expenditures of the Grand Dukes for the oriental luxuries intro- 
duced by the Crusades oontinued. In the year of 1381 alone, the Grand Ducal expen- 
ditures on silks and slave*-girls amounted to 120,000 gold ducats. 

However, despite this economic strain* the Grand Duchy of Beaucouillon was not 
troubled by the peasant revolts which roiled the rest of Europe during the 14th cen- 
tury, almost every peasant in Beaucouillon was descended, albeit illegitimately, 
from a Grand Duke; regarding themselves as practically members of the nobility, they 
had no incentive to revolt.

At this point, Mehran Thomson raises the question of whose ore the supply cen- 
ters in Moscow and Warsaw. Builds are not in general transferable between allies. 
But the U 0 S. expeditionary force stands in a special circumstance. The reason why 
American aid has been so useful to her allies in two world x?ars is that imerieon 
supply centers are far removed from any enemy action, and the TJ. S. does not depend 
on conquests in Europe to keep its forces supplied.

BROOKLYN (31 December 1911): At a literary tea which filled Prospect P\rk*s skating 
rink (floored with pine planks for the occasion) and overflowed into Temple Mogen David, 
Nightstand Books and Svetsoxa Inc. today brought out the first of twelve anticipated 
volumes of I im Lucrezia 's Daughter , the sensational memoirs of the woman who claims to 
be Princess Svetsoxa, eldest illegitimate daughter of the Impress Lucreaia of Balkania.
